WILL SELECT NEW SITE 
FOR PROPOSED CHURCH TO BE 


BUILT IN NEAR FUTURE 


The 
officials of the West 
Main 


Street Elizabeth Chapel M. E. church 
are negotiating for a new site 
for 


iheir proposed new church, abandon- 
ing the former plan of constructing 
the edifice at Xeal avenue and Neal 
Place in the Hull addition. Two sites 
are now proposed and no definite ac- 
tion has been taken on either of the 
proposed sites. 


The church bolds an option on the 


Burkham lot at Sixteenth and West 
Main street while a proposition has 
been made for the Griffiths property 
in West Main street, opposite the in- 
tersection of that street with Maholm. 


According to 
information secured 


from interested parties, the site given 
to the church by Mr. Hull was aban- 
doned when it was found that the 
transfer of the property was to be held 
in escrow until the church was fin- 
ished. This according to the building 
committee would make it impossible 
for the congregation to borrow money 
on the lot to assist in building 
the 


church. It is also claimed that the 
deed stipulated that the church edi- 
fice was to cost $50,00*1 or $60,000, but 
this fact is not verified. 


It i<? also asserted that the deed was 


made out to the Xeal Avenue Metho- 
dist Episcopal church," which is not 
the official title of the congregation as 
it now stands. 
It is claimed that Mr. Hull refused 


to change either

title of the 


church or the conditions of the deed 
and that for this reason his offer of 
the church site was refused.

Thursday, J. F. Swisher, a member of 
the committee, stated that the com- 
mittee would make a formal state- 
ment regarding the matter in a few 
days, but for the present he did not 
care to say anything about how the 
matter stood.

Heartburn. 


Heartburn is due to hyperacid- 


ity or excess of acid secretion 
in the stomach. Ibis Interferes 
with digestion by preventing the 
proper digestion of starch, and 
in this condition acid foods and 
sugar are especially 
Irritating. 


It can be relieved, but not cor- 
rected, by the use ot alkaline 
dro.ffs. 
Carbonate of soda and 


similar remedies may be taken 
for temporary relief. Acid foods 
should be avofded. Baked potato 
is alkaline and is tjsually ac- 
ceptable Jn su^h cases. The food 
should be thoronshlyroised tritb 
sa'iva and sbonid be-confined for 
a time to stale bread, potatoes 
and a small pmount of beans 
in some cases. Th*- mental state 
Is frequently an Important fac- 
tor in the caa-e and correction 
of the maiady. but lack of prop- 
er eiercise Is the principal cause.

There are four states in the United 


States having Catholic

great centers of Catholic population 
of the world, in some respects sur- 
passing that of New York. The di- 
rectory gives figures for some other 
states, as follows: Ohio. 743,uOO; Mis-

For the first time a Catholic direc- 


tory in the United States contains the 
revised list of Pontiffs. Till this year 
Pope Pius X, the present occupant of 
the Vatican, has been counted 
the 


two hundred and sixty-fourth in line 
of succession from St. Peter. The new 
directory makes him the two 
hun- 


dred and fifty-ninth. One Pope was 
dropped from the fist as early as 100 
years after St. Peter, and four others 
were taken out around the year 1000. 
The new directory also gives a. list of 
Catholics who are United States army 
or navy captains.
